Annual  Report  of  tjje  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
the  year  1938. 

To  the  Chaiman  and  Members  of  the  Council^ 

Mrs,  Milwater  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Abergele  Urban  District,  the  sanitary 
administration,  the  vital  statistics,  a survey  of  the  water  supply,  sewerage 
and  other  matters,  together  with  such  information  as  is  required  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health. 

The  boundaries  of  the  Urban  District  vrere  extended  in 
A-pril,  19355  under  the  Denbighshire  Review  Order,  to  include  the  Abergele  and 
Pensarn  Urban  District,  the  parishes  of  Tow5m  and  Kinmel  Bay,  and  portions  of 
St.  George,  Bettws  yn  Rhos  and  Llanddulas. 

The  area  is  largely  agricultural  and  limestone  quarries 
at  Llanddulas  and  St.  George  give  emplojnuent  to  a small  proportion  of  the 
inliabitants. 

Holiday  camps  have  replaced  agriculture  to  a great  extent, 
at  Towyn  and  Kinmel  Bay.

Death  Rate:  The  total  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  was  78  - that  is, 


35  males  and  43  females,  giving  a death  rate  of  12,01  per  1,000.  population.  Of 
the  number,  9 were  0utvra.rd  Transferable  deaths,  i.e.  non-residents,  and  ai'e 
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and  are  deducted  as  they  are  persons  residing  outside  the  district*  On  the 
other  hand,  there  vrere  25  Inward  Transf crahl-e  deaths,  i.e.  persons  usually 
resident  vri.thin  the  district  wiio  died  at  institutions  and  other  places  outside 
the  district  and  who  are  to  be  included  in  the  local  list.  Thus  the  "nett" 
or  corrected  number  of  deaths  is  - 47  males  and  47  females.  This  gives  a 
death  rate  of  14*7  per  1,000  population.

6.  Nursing.  The  area  is  served  by  two  nurses  - one  a Queen's  Nurse  - under 
the  North  Wales  District  Nursing  Association,  Their  services  are  available  to 
all  residents  and  fees  ard  charged  according  to  the  means  of  the  individual. 
There  is  a scarcity  of  private  nurses  in  the  area. 

7.  Midymyes,  The  District  Nurses  are  trained  midwives  (C.M.B.)  and  their 
services  are  available  in  suitable  cases  under  the  County  Council  (Midwives 
Act  1918)  Scheme. 

8.  Laboratory  Facilities,  Bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out  by  the 
Pathological  Department,  Royal  Infirmary,  Chester, 

SECTION  C.  SANITARY  CIRCm.^STMCES  OP  THE  IJIEA. 

Water.  The  larger  part  of  the  area  is  supplied  by  the  Rhyl  Urban 
DistrictOCouncil  from  the  Glascoed  and  Llanefydd  Waterworks,  There  is  a plontifr 
supply  of  water  of  a good  quality. 

ICirmiel  Bay.  Part  of  this  ward  is  still  supplied  through  the  mains  of  the 
North  Wales  Vfater  Company  Limited,  wiiicli  buys  \yatcr  in  bulk  from  the  Rhyl 
Urban  District  Council.  The  state  of  affairs  is  still  unsatisfactory'". 

Llanddulas  & Rhydyfocl.  Glyn  Lws  Waterworks,  The  unsatisfactory  condition 
of  the  works,  that  is,  the  state  of  "the  reservoir  and  the  character  of  the.  water 
wore  dealt  with  in  my  reports  of  1936  and  1937.  The  Council  instructed  Messrs, 
Sandford  Fawcett  & Partners,  Consulting  Engineers,  to  carry  out  an  investigation, 
A scheme  to  raise  and  strengthen  the  dam,  to  increase  the  capacity  to  5 ? 100, 000 
gallons,  and  to  install  filtering  and  dilorinating  plants  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
£13,400,  has  been  submitted  to  "the  Ministry  of  Health  for  "their  approval.

Sewerage  Systems T 

Abergele  Ward,  Sewage  dischaxges  into  the  sea  at  low  water 
of  ordinary  tides  eoid  there  is  no  overflow  into  streams.  There 
is  one  septic  tanlc  and  the  sewage  is  sufficiently  screened  and 
purified  before  any  effluent  enters  land  ditches, 

St«  George  and  Towyn  Ward.  The  sewage  from  all  houses 
discharges  into  septic  tanlcs  and  cesspools.  Some  are  satisfactory 
and  notices  have  been  served  upon  the  owners  of  others  to  carry 
out  certain  improvements, 

Kinmel  Bay  17ard.  The  Council  have  received  from  their 
Consulting  Engineers  plans  and  estimates  for  a sewerage  scheme 
to  cover  the  Kinmel  Bay  and  To^'^yn  areas.  Appeal  v/as  made  to  the 
various  landovwiers  for  contributions  tov/ards  the  cost  of  the 
scheme.  Owing  to  unsatisfactory  response  the  major  sc±Leme  has 
been  abandoned  for  the  time  being,  and  a modified  scheme  is 
under  consideration, 

Llanddulas  Ward,  Most  of  the  houses  are  connected  to  a sewer 
which  discharges  into  tanks  close  to  a river  bank,  where  the 
overflovf  discharges.  There  are  cesspools  in  the  upper  part  of 
the  ward. 

Rivers  and  Streams.  No  action  to  check  pollution  was  necessary. 
Closet  Accomodation.  Except  as  stated  above,  all  closet 
accomodation  is  on  the  v/ater  carriage  system. 

Public  Cleansing,  Refuse  is  removed  once  weekly  in  the  vihole 
area,  and  is  disposed  of  by  tipping.  The  Council  do  not  undertake 
the  emptying  of  cesspools.

(IV)  Shops  and  Offices,  Notices  were  served  on  the  owners  of  two  shops  to 
improve  defects  in  sanitary  accomodation.  The  defects  were  remedied, 

(V)  Camping  Sites.  50  sites  in  the  area  were  used  for  camping  purposes 
during  1938,  and  of  these  39  or  78^  were  licenced  by  the  Local  Authority  under 
section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  193^.  It  is  estimated  that  the  maximum 
number  of  caji^ers  resident  in  the  area  at  one  time  during  the  summer  season 

1938  was  12,630.

Tlie  water  is  purified  by  means  of  a complete  swimming  bath  purification 
plant,  which  is  in  satisfactory  working  order, 

(y”!!)  Eradication  of  Bod  Bugs,  No  Council  houses  were  infested.  One  other 

house  v/as  infested.  The  walls  were  stripped  of  paper,  vhich  was  burnt,  and  the 

walls  then  sprayed  with  '’Eradico”  insecticide*  The  work  was  carried  out  by  the 

Local  Authority  and  waa  reported  to  be  satisfactory.  There  were  no  ini^tances 

vhere  the  belongings  of  tenants,  removing  to  Council  Houses,  were  found  to  be 
infested.

The  total  number  of  infectious  diseases  (other  than  tuberculosis) 
notified  during  the  year  was  62, 

Scarlet  Fever,  Twelve  cases  were  notified  and  11  v/ere  treated  in  hospitstl. 
Most  cases  were  children  under  15  years  and  there  v/ere  no  complications. 

There  were  two  cases  of  sore  throat  occurring  without  a rash, 

Diptheria,  if5  cases  were  notified  all  of  .vdiich  were  admitted  to  hospital. 
There  were  two  deaths, 

Diptheria  was  prevalent  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  when  51 
cases  were  notified,  mostly  in  children  under  the  agn  of  15.  Antitoxin  is 
supplied  by  the  Local  Authority  and  was  given  promptly  in  all  cases  with 
good  results. 
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Artificial  immunisation  was  provided.  The  material  used  v/as 

Diptheria  Toxoid  (Alum  precipitated)  and  v/as  given  subcutaneously  in  two  doses 

- 0.1  c.c,  followed  by  a second  dose  of  0,4  c.c,  at  an  interval  of  2 to  4-  weeks 

a,s  suited  the  patient.  The  Schick  Control  test  was  not  adopted.

The  pre-school  children  were  immunised  by  Dr.Y/’.McKendrick  who  reports  that 
"one  cliild  developed  a temperature,  nasal  CLischarge  and  cough  4-  or  5 days 
after  inoculation  \ihich  was  probably  due  to  the  spread  of  influenza  present 
in  the  house.  In  the  second  case  there  was  vomiting  and  diarhoea  3 days 
after  inoculation,  but'  this  ms  quite  possibly  duo  to  an  indiscretion  of 
diet." 

The  children  of  school  age  were  immunised  at  the  schools  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.  A mild  general  reaction  occurred  among  a few  of 
the  older  children.  This  appeared  on  the  3^d  or  4-th  days  and  lasted  24-  hours. 
The  indurated  "nodule"  at  the  site  of  injection  appeared  in  the  majority  of 
cases  with  a localised  reaction  in  some  cases,  but  there  were  no  cases  of 
abscess  formation. 

The  total  number  of  immunised  diildren  of  15  and  under  was  4-66, 

The  immunised  percentage  of  the  total  population  was  7,^« 

Taking  the  child  population  under  15  as  from  l/4  to  l/5  of  the 
total  population,  then, 

the  estimated  proportion  of  tlio  cliild  population  protected 
equals  7.2  x 4.5?  that  is,  32.4^. 

This  figure  falls  considerably  short  of  the  desired  6Cf/i  to  affect  the  general 
incidence  of  diptheria,  although  this  latter  figure  may  be  considered  high 
for  an  area  urban  in  character.  A further  effort  should  be  made,  however, 
to  increase  the  proportion  of  protected  diildren. 

Further  details  regarding  infectious  disca.scs  arc  given  in  Tables 

IV  and  V. 
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Tuberculosis,  Six  eases  of  tuberculosis  \7oro  notified  - 1 male  and 
5 females.  They  v/ere  of  the  respiratory  typo.  There  wore  tliroc  deaths, 
all  notified  cases.  Further  details  ai’o  given  in  Table  11. 

No  action  was  talcen  under  the  Public  Health  (prevention 
of  Tuberculosis)  PLCgulations,  1925  (relating  to  persons  suffering  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  employed  in  the  milk  trsHe),  or  under  Section  62, 
Public  Health  Act,  19255  or  under  Section  172,  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
(relating  to  the  compulsor^,^  removal  to  hospital  of  persons  suffering  from 
tuberculosis.) 

Notifications  arc  carried  out  efficiently  and  occasion 
to  taJee  action  for  neglect,  or  refusal,  to  notify,  did  not  arise.
